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REPORT  OP  DR.  P.  GARFIELD  EYANS  - MEDICAL  OFFICER 
TO  THE  AME  NATAL  CLIRICS. 

The'  progress  of  the  Ante'  Ratal  Clinics  has  been  very 
satisfactory  during  l942o 

ThC'  attendance  shows  a steady  increase  upon  the  1 940/ 41 
figures , 


The  mothers  attend  regularly,  and  in  the  majority  of 
cases  carry  out  instructions  eagerly  and  well..  The  general 
condition  of  the  mothers  is  fairly  good,  but  far  too  many 
still  refuse  to  have  dental  treatment « . Much  propaganda  on 

the  healthy  condition  of  the  mouth  is  needed.  Frequently,  a 
patient  consults  us  when  it  is  inadvisable  for  extractions, 
due  to  the  advanced  stage  of  the  pregnancy  and  treatment  has 
to  be  postponed-  till  after  the  confinement . Then  she  fails 
to  report  again  - and  so  the  vicious  circle  goes  on. 

Of  all  the  cases  attending  the  clinics,  about  10^  show 
some  abnormality  in  their  pregnancies  including  such 
conditions  as  renal  inefficiency,  heart  disease, 
malpr e s ent at i ons , contracted  pelvis . 

Of  the  total  number  on  the  Registers  of  all  the  Clinics, 
3 8 . 9/b  were  Primiparae  . 

The  St ill"birth  rate  amongst  clinic  patients-  has  been 
loY'}  - a total  of  7 for  all  4 clinics . 

Do  case  of  Maternal  Death  occurred  in  mothers-  attending 
the  Clinics . ' ' -' 


The  Post  Ratal  Clinic  is  held  once  a month  at  Bargoed, 
and  gives  examination  and  advice  to  mothers  after  their 
confinements . It  is  hoped  that , in  t imm,  each  mother  who 
attended  the  .inte  Ratal  Clinic  will  present  herself  for  an 
” overhaul"  cn.:je_  -it  least,  and  that  - six  weehs  after  her 
confinement . 


The  attendance  at  this  clinic  should  be  much  better . 
While  many  of  the  mothers  do  not  require  actual  treatment , an 
examination  and . advice  is  beneficial.  But  quite  a number  of 
mothers  need  a rest  and  relief  from  home  worries  for  a while , 
Tife  have  no  provision,  at  .present,  -for  the-' treatment ' of  the 
tired  and  exhausted  mother 


Convalescent'  Homes  are  needed  to  which  mothers  can  go  - 
first,  the  expectant  mother  Y/hose  health  is  not  too  good;  - 
second,  the  mother  whose  confinement  has  exiiausted'  her  strength. 


If  such  provisions  were  freely  available  to  mothers  - it 
is  fairly  certain  that  maternal  health  would  be  better  - while 
the  still-birth  rate  and  the  neo -natal  d-eath  rate  y/ould  both 
be  much  lower . 


My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  three  Health  Visitors 
for  the  splendid  service  at  the  clinics . ■ The  County  Mi  divive  s 
continue  to  attend  the  Ante  Ratal  Clinics , Their  presence  is 
much  appreciated.  A successful  Maternity  Service  ' depends 
upon  whole-hearted  co-operation  and  understanding  amongst  the 
Doctors , Midwives  and  Public  Health  .Service , This  happy 
atmosphere  is  very  noticeable  in  Gelligaer , ■ -

In  the  past  - from  time  to  tliiie,  the  Hospital  has  had  to 
cope  v/ith  large  numbers  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet 
Fever . 


It  is  hoped,  and  it  is  to  be  expected,  that  Diphtheria 
will  not  again  fill  all  the  beds  in  the  hospital.  Scarlet 
Fever  continues  to  be  a mild  disease. 

There  are  other  diseases  Y/hich  ~ very  frequently  - 
cause  many  deaths,  and  much  suffering.  Measles,  Ydiooping' 

Cough,  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  are  responsible  for  many  deaths
